The Cleveland, Akron and Columbus 
railroad has adopted this system of 
weather signals, which are displayed on 
their cars anil which thus give warning 
to tbo farmers of the country through 
which the line passes. A red ball denotes 
higher temperature; a red cresent, lower 
temperature; a red star, 'stationaiy tem- 
perature; a blue ball, general rain or 
snow; blue cresent, fair \veather; a blue 
star, local rain or snow. Tbe predictions 
are sent to the road at midnight. 
The 


average percentage of-accuracy of tbe 
warningg given in this way, as deter- 
mined by persons not connected with tbe 
service, has been over eighty per cent. 
Arrangements are now making to extend 
this system to all lines ot railway operated 
by tho Baltimore & Ohio railroad com 
pany. It will probably will not be long 
before the roads in the west will adopt 
the system. Through tbe thickly settled 
portion of the country they would bo of 
immense service to agriculture.

The flames then. catBinunicated vrtth 
tho block on tho oppositejiilo of tho street, 
and at 3 o'clock sixteen S*reot fronts worevde- 
stroyed,-including tho United States 
Odd Fellows' hall, Academy of Music, The 
Herald ofQco row, and Opera House, Mining 
Herald and Saturday Ewcrng News . offices 


Assistance was telegraphed for, which was 


responded to from Pottsville,- Ashland, Gir- 
ardville, Tamaquu, Mahnnoy City and other 
places. 


Over 250 families are homeless, haying los 


everything. The loss is .variously 'estimated 
at from $750,000 to $1)000,000. It is utterl; 
impossible to give the amount ot insurance 
but it is supposod-to be large. 


But few serious accidents happened. One 


young man. named George Honton, on his 
way homo, attempted to jump on a passing 
engine, and had both legs taken off. He wil 
die. 


A special meeting of the council and 


citizens was held this evening, when tha fol- 
lowing appeal to the public was drawn up: 


"A terrible holocaust has swept tbo town 


Two hundred aud.Cfty. families are homeless 
and most ol them have lost their all, aud are 
without provisions or change ot clothing 
Tho weather is bitter cold, and a strong north 
west gale is still blowing.

•WASHINGTON Cnr, Nov. 13.—Tho Novem- 


ber report of tbo agricultural department 
gives tho local yield per acre. 
In October 


tho final report ol! tbo condition of com, 
which averaged seventy-eight, was interpreted 
to mean a product close to sixteen hundred 
million bushels. 
Tho average yield par acre 


appears to be twenty-throe and one-tenth 
bushels, ono and a half bushels per acre 
lowor than the yield of 1883. This gives a 
result practically identical with that of Oc- 
tober. On tho acreage reported in July, 
sixty-eiebt and three-tenths-millions, tho ox- 
act figures would be 1,877,060,080 bushols. 
In tho revision of, tbe season's returns this re- 
sult will not bo materially changad. Tha pro- 
duct will therefore bo about 40,000,COO bushels 
short of tho previous crop, notwithstanding 
tho increase of area. 
This is tho third in 


succession below an average yield, following 
six successive crops, above an average yield 
of 26 bushels per acre. 
The yield of tbe 


corn surplus states are as follows: Ohio, "8 
bushels per acre; Indiana, 27; Illinois, !M; 
Iowa, 24 3-10: Missouri, 37 5-10; Kansas, 
36 7-10; Nebraska, SO bushels.

Brewster Against the Sfew Time. 
"WASSINOTO.N- CITV, Nov. 13.—Attorney 


Gtonoral'Brewster, replying to a letter from 
Secretary Chandler, says Ctet there is grave 
objection to tho proposed change of standard 
time in this city. He holds tbat tho change 
cannot properly bo effected by an execu- 
tive order, 
bat must bo sanctioned by 


congress. Congress in making it obligatory 
upon tho heads of departments and bureaus 
to require a fixed number of hours of daily 
labor, made their calculations on time reck- 
oned from the raerodian ot Washington, and 
to make any alterations or changes of aoy 
kind in tUeso hours, as tho proposed change 
ot time will do, would, ho claims, be interfer- 
ing with the prerogatives of congress. Thia 
question was referred to tho heads of the 
different departments and to tho district com- 
missioners. These officers li:^ ii ropHod that 
they SBO no serious objection '.\> tho adoption 
of tho 75th meridian as the iauudard of time. 
The attorney general so far is the only oilioial 
who objects to tho change,.-but his objection, 
coming as it does from tho highest legal of- 
ficer in the land, will probably postpone the 
seatlement of tho matter until after congress 
meets. 


Tho Chinese Letter Frauds. 


WASHINGTON Crrr, Nov. 13.—The post- 


master at San Francisco has advised tho post- 
offlca department that the custom house office 
of that,port baa seized and turned over to his 
office 7-,'829 letters, on-which tbo postage was 
wholly unpaid. These letters were brought 
over from China by passengers on the steam- 
ship ''City of Tokio," which arrived at 
San Francisco on ,tha 83d of October lost. 
A previous latter from the postmaster of 
San Francisco reported-that the same steamer 
brought thraa or four thousand Chinese let 
tera which hidbeen clandestinely despatched 
in bales of merchandise, and were seized by 
ciMtoms officials and delivered-into tho .post- 
office. Tbe postmaster was instructed to 
collect thi mtpaii) postal union charge of 10 
cants on eaoh latter and the .postmaster gen 
oral at Hong Kong informed of tho seizure 
in ordflr that measures may bo taken to stop 
the smuggling of letters on outgoing steamers 
from China, large numbers o£ such letters 
being no doubt shipped outside of tho mails, 
on every steamer sailing for San Francisco. 
Although the postal revenues of the United 
States suffer little or no loss upon the letters 
thns smuggled into the country, there is rea- 
son to believe that a similar practice of 
smuggling letters on board of the outgoing 
steamships sailing from San Francisco to 
China, may be practiced by tho Chinese in 
this country, to the serious loss of our posta' 
revenues, and proper stops aro being taken 
by the department to prevent it. 


The >"avy Deportment. 


WASHINGTON Cur, Nov. 1!!.—From tho 


annual report of the fourth auditor to the 
secretary of tho treasury it appears that da: 
ing the fiscal year ended Juno 30th, tlio pay- 
ments oa account of tho navy wore $B,011,247, 
and there-was a balance in the treasury July 
1st amounting 
to 82,186,320.

Derimon Acnlnst the Pullman Tal- 


nce Car Company. 


.lTTSsmo, Pa., Nor. IS.—In the suprema 


court the judgment ot (to-lower court was 
afflrntod in the suit of Gardner vs. the Pull- 
hmn palace car company. The cose attracted 
widespread attention, 'and Gardner secured 
a verdict of S.MO for havinj been i-obbed of 
valuables while sleeping in one of tho Pullman 
cars. Tho supremo court's opinion held that 
tbo company, while not Hablo in tho action 
as an innkeeper or common, carrier, yet a 
reasonable and proper degreo of care is im- 
posed on them. The main object in taking 
passage in such a car is to permit the passen- 
ger to sloop. •While in that helpless condition 
a duty rests on the compamr to provide re» 
sonablo caro and caution, against valuables «C 
tho passenger being stolen from his bed or 
from clothes on his person. This is not a 
case of robbery by force and violence, 
bufby stealty larceny. Tbe fact that an- 
other passenger in tho same car vms robbed 
tho same night was admissible as bearing, on 
tho absence of proper care by tbe company. 
In 'the caso of tho Pennsylvania company vs. 
the Pittsbnrg,'Youngstown & Chicago rail- 
road company, a special cortiorari was al- 
lowed as prayed for, returnable- the first 
Monday in December next. A stay of pijjr 
cecdings in the lower courts was also orcierw 
until the final-bearing.

A Strante Scenp or Mingled 


Wretchedness, and Squalor. 


A Philadelphia special to ' tho 'New 


York Times says: The office of Deputy 
Caronnr Powers Jwas filled the other 
day by a throng of curious people mor- 
bidly attraeted;to the icquestj.upon tho 
body of Edward Leonard, the man who, 
after sacrificing both Remus and wealth 
to his appetite for liquor, died miserably 
upon the bare floor of his own home _A 
visit to the home of tho dead man, No. 
244 South Eleventh Street, revealed u 
strange 
scane 
of 
mingled 
luxury, 


wretchedness 
and squalor. Stretched 


across two old chairs iu the room in 
which he died, lay the coffin containing 
the body of the former man of fortune. 
In the library adjoining, his grey -haired 
wife was just recovering from the stupor 
ot a prolonged debauch. The house wa» 
in wretched disordar. Strewn about the 
floor and over tbe bedclothes, where the 
trying engineer had suffered in hie last 
delirium, were the confused relics, of a 
S5,COO library, many of the line octovos 
torn and soiled.

a beautiful crystal -wine service, in a 
cabinet expensively inlaid.

Leonard's gift to his wife on his return 
from. Europe two years ago. 


In strange contrast with these evi- 


dences of luxury was the general air of 
decay and neglect pervading the house, 
the bare patches upon tue walls where 
the bright wall papar had:been wantonly 
torn off and never replaced, the dirty 
crockery and glassware, and noisome od- 
ors that filled the place from' the accu- 
mulated diit and refuse in tho cellar and 
rooms. The gloomy p icture was heigt- 
ened by the forlorn appearance of Leon- 
ards four children, given over to tho 
watchful care of the undertaker's female 
assistant while their mother slept oil her 
debauch. Clara is a bright, . intelligent 
Kir!, fifteen years old, and Florence aud 
Eddie are pretty children, but all bear 
evidences of parental neglect.

Edward Leonard came here from Ver- 


mont in 1877. Ho was tho IL venter of a 
patent fire-extinguisher and various 
other machines, from tho sale of which 
ho derived a large income When sober 
he was an affable and pleasant compan- 
ion. 
Dnnk was'liis curse. 
He became 


worse and worse, until 'no servant could 
lire in the house for any wages. _ Ho 
ceased working at Ins profession entirely, 
and he and his wife seamed to abandon 
thftmselvcs to drunkenness. They were 
frequently very noisy, and tho neighbors 
complained of them to tho Society Cor 
tho Prevention ot Cruelty to Children 
Finally Leonard went to Baltimore, it 
was said, to enter a reformatory institu- 
tion, but three weeks ago he came back 
find raved over since till his [death.
